SENATOR JOHN TUNNEY GIVES COMPLAINTS 
ABOUT OUR UNITED STATES POSTAL SJRVICE 

Now He Knows, Will He Do Anuthing Constructive 


To Provide The Postal Patron With Some Relief?

Americans are paying more than ever before for the 
U.S. Postal Service, but they are getting perhaps the 
worst service in history for their tax dollar. 

Complaints arrive in my 


office and in the office of 
every Senator and Congress¬ 
man in near avalanche pro¬ 
portions. In the last year, 
well over 2,000 letters from 
Californians com-plaining of 
service came in to my Wash¬ 
ington office. In addition, 
my offices in Lo.s Angelos, 
San Francisco and San 
Diego received hundreds of 
complaints. 

The complaints range 
from delayed and lost mail, 
1o -broken parcels and torn 
or shredded letters. 

Here are a few random 
samples: 

A Santa Ana resi dent 
■wrote in November of la.'-t 


year that Ins paycheck 
mailed in Santa Ana more 
than four months before .had 
not arrived. He also com¬ 
plained that his 83 year old 
mother had not received her 
Medicare refund check 
mailed from Sacramento 
some eight months before. 

A San Francisco woman 
complained that it took 
seven days for a special de¬ 
livery letter to be delivered 
within the city. 

A National City resident 
complained that his in¬ 
surance policy was nearly 
cancelled because it took

It can be mi.s- 
routed by thousands of 
milo.s. And it can become 
lost. 

The blame for the Postal 
Service’s inefficiency .should 
not be placed at the door of 
the letter carrier or the aver¬ 
age Postal Service employee.

No one, not even the mari¬ 
juana user, denies that the 
l)ies'-nt laws act as a bar¬ 
rier. If this barrier falls, the 
use of marijuana will rise 
dramatically. Many young¬ 
sters are afraid to try mari¬ 
juana, not because they fear 
marijuana itself but, be¬ 
cause tlicy fear being caught 
•by the law. 

I believe it people were 
aware of the potential dan¬ 
ger tluit marijuana use 
posres, its use would drama¬ 
tically subside. 

1 believe it Is logical t-) 
maintain our present mari¬ 
juana laws until all of the 
evidence is in. If w’o legalize 
the use of marijuana now, 
only to find a few from now 
that it is as bad as w'e aus- 
jiectod, how do wo justify 
the damage that has been 
done? Now is f^e time for 
rational, considered thought. 
Our nation’s health, and- 
thus its future, could rest 
upon it. 

In the State of California 
there is a sustained pusli to 
liberalize our mariju ana 
laws. The constant and in¬ 
cessant thrust is to open the 
doors to “personal use” of 
marijuana. You a.sk any law 
enforoemont officer in the 
State of California what 
would happen if wo further 
liberalize o,ur laws. The ef¬ 
fective .stopping of mari¬ 
juana use would disappear 
and there would be on open- 
door policy for its u.se up 
and down the state. 

It marijuana is as dam¬ 
aging as we heliece it to be 
— as the evidence now 
mounts to prove it is — then 
it is time for sensible action 
on the part of the people of 
Ihc State of California. It is 
time to act now!

rapidly increasing popula¬ 
tion dispersing into an ever 
widening arc of new sub¬ 
urbs. Many in these new 
communities were anxious to 
localize control of their owni 
affairs. However, many com¬ 
munities did not have the 
financial capacity to pay the 
high initial casts involved in 
the estahli.Sihment of a new 
city. They found' an answer 
in the Lako^vood Plan. 

This plan as originally 
conceived sought to bring 
together two of the crucial 
ingredients for succes.sf u 1 
cityhoofl. adequate revenue 
and a trained staff. Revenue 
was to be provided through 
the u.se of exi,sting .state fi¬ 
nancial .subven t i o n s for 
cities. Adequate .staff i n g 
was to bo obtained through 
umbnella contrac t s with 
county government for the 
.selective use of county em¬ 
ployees wiho were alre.a.dy 
providing municipal type 
services to the unincorporat¬ 
ed area. 

Thus, using state funds, 
county service.s and a mini¬ 
mal city hall staff the first 
contract city came into 
being in 1954 with the in- 
corpor.ation of Lakewood. 

The popularity of this con¬ 
tract city concept soon 
spread cfe.sting in a flood of 
ten incorporations in 1957. 
This was double the num- 
Ircr of cities ever created in 
any single j’ear before or 
since. Six more cities wore 
established before the end 
of the Fifties. This brought 
the numbc'r of new cities 
added during the decade to 
21 and incren.sed the total 
number of cities in the 
county on January 1, IPtk) 
to 66. 

After the formation of five 
now cities in 1960, the pace 
of incorporation pc'rceptihlj' 
slowed so that by the close 
of 1969 only six more cities 
has been established. 

Tha Twelve Who Were 

Although, most had great 
expectations, not all of the 
ninety cities which were 
founded - in the past 123 
years did, in fact, endure. 
Ten of these twelve cities 
gave rip their cor;porate sta¬ 
tus to ,ioin Ix)S Angeles, one 
eon.solidated with Long 
Beach and' the other with 
Glendale. All had disap¬ 
peared as separate munici 
polities by the end of 19.32. 
indeed, civic longevity was 
not a dominant characteris¬ 
tic among the majority of 
1he.se cities. In fact, two 
failed to reach their .second 
anniversaries and a third 
exceded' that tender age by 
only five days. 

Barnes City, once the win¬ 


ter quaiters ior the A1 G. 
Barnes Circus, lasted a little 
over a year, February 1926 
to April 1927, before being 
consolidated with Los An 
gcle.s. Belmont (Heights 
which began in October 1908 
was absorbed into Long 
Beach in November 1909. 
The civic life of the third, 
Hyde Park, stretched from 
May 1921 to May 1923 before 
it tty) was consolidated with 
Los Angele.s. 

However, two of these for¬ 
mer cities existed long 
enough to celebrate their 
twentieth birthdays, while 
another fell short of that 
relatively venerable ago by 
only a year. 

San Pcid'i'O, foiunded in 
March 18S8, 'was airproach- 
ing its twenty-second year, 
when in 1909 its citizens 
voted to become a part of 
Los Angeles. Venice which 
originally be,gan as Ocean 
Park in February 1904 and 
whose name was changed in 
1911, pa.ssed out of civic ex¬ 
istence to become part of Lo.s 
Angelog in November 1925. 
Established in May 1907, 
Watts had ju.st passed its 
ninteonth year when in May 
1926 it also joined Los An¬ 
geles. 

Two other cities func- 
tioncit for more than a de¬ 
cade. Sav/felle existed br'- 
Iwoen November 1906 and 
.T'uly 1922 and Eagle Rock 
between March 1911 and 
May 1923. Both gave up their 
municipal responsibilities to 
■become a part of Ix)s An¬ 
geles. 

Seven was not a luekv 
number for the opponents of 
con.solidation in the three 
cities. Hollywood in 1910, 
Tujunga in 1932 and Tropico 
in 1918 ^vere each in their 
.seventh year when they 
pa.ssed from the municipal 
.scene. The two former be¬ 
came parts of Los Angeles 
and the latter a part of 
Glendale. 

Wilmington, the twelfth ot 
these former municipalities, 
had two beginnings. At 
though the California Legis¬ 
lature authorized the city to 
begin functioning in 1871, 
no government wag created 
and the authority was with¬ 
drawn in 1887. A second in¬ 
corporation occurred in De¬ 
cember 1905. The city con¬ 
tinued until August 1909 
when both Wilmington and 
San Pedro were eon.solidated 
with Los Angele.s. 

Many of the.se former 
cities have proudly con¬ 
tinued to maintain their 
identities, while others have 
virtually disa,ppeared com¬ 
memorated only by an oc¬ 
casional sign on a store¬ 
front Or in the name of a 
church or school.

Doctoring A Sick Economy

imtaiy investment of private 
citizens is the basis of pri¬ 
vate enterprise and the free 
economic system. The only 
alternative is the cfjmpnl 
sion of taxation levied by 
government to run .state- 
owned enterprise. 


One of the many monumental burdens Gerald Ford 
inherited when he assumed the Presidency was the 
responsibility for curing the nation’s sick economy. 

And it is, indeed, sick. As U.S. News and World 
Report points out in a special section on the economy, 
experts now concede that wo are in our sixth postwar 
recession; one that may turn out to b<^ “the longset 
and the most severe.’’ Some of the evidence: 

The stock market already has set a record as the 
worst boar market in three decades. Highest borrow¬ 
ing costs in Amrican history have created economic 
havoc; for example, pushing the home-building industry 
into its most drastic slump since World War II. Triple 
costs for foreign oil, inflation, rising unemployment are 
other symptoms. 

What can President Ford do about it ? He has, at 
least, made a firm and reassuring move to find out. 
Reversing past practice on Capitol Hill, he has deter¬ 
mined to make management of the economy a bipar¬ 
tisan policy, paralleling the past approach to foreign 
policy. 

Already underway is a .series of summit confer¬ 
ences on inflation, involving a wide spectrum of ex¬ 
perts. He also called for supirort by congressional can¬ 
didates of Ixrth parties for a program of fiscal re¬ 
straint. And he has promised cooperation with the Demo¬ 
cratic party leaders in Congress will cooperate on the 
subject, the President's aim is for a •S.'i.b billion slash. 

There is no strong assurance as yet that the Demo- 
cractic party leaders in Congres will cooperate on the 
domestic economy. Robert S. Strauss, chairman of the 
party’s national committee, has said the whole summit 
idea came from Demo leaders, and that his party would 
strongly oppose taking the inflation issue out of politics. 

In the national interest, however, it is to bo hoped 
very strongly that tlie area of cooperation proves to be 
wide. The nation can’t afford to jilay politics with its 
economic health. 


This sounds a lot like 
good old Soviet-type social¬ 
ism. That is something thi.s 
countiy does not need but 
may get unless so-called tax 
leforrners stop kicking the 
daylights out of anyone who 
has two nickels left to in¬ 
vest in productive enter¬ 
prise.

If you’re having a llltle trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot moi'c than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, docs not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in tlie same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbmg enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depicted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a hea'^y user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates arc given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support liis habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

Tlie United Mine Workers’ industry-wide contract 
expires November 12, and both management and labor 
expeel a strike at that time.

But as the 
two sides begin eontraet talks there is a mutual feeling 
that the miners will come out of it all far better off 
than they have been for 20 years. HoiK'fully without 
a crippling strike. 

According to a survey by Business W'eek, the energy 
crisis, a world-wide steel boom, and rising oil prices 
have created an unprocedontod demand for coal. Even 
with a predicted 7 to 8 per cent increase in output this 
year, the supply will fall far short of need, p<‘rhnps for 
years. This, of course, is UMW’s trump card. 

Operator representatives liavo indicated tliat mucli 
of wliat tile union wants can be negotiated. On tlie 
jirodueers’ side, however, tliere will lie an insistence upon 
tietler union control of damaging wildcat strikes and 
liigh absenteeism, plus cooperative efforts to reverse 
the industry’s declining productivity.
